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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: No argument was raised that is persuasive in 
overcoming the Final rejection mailed 10 August 2005. 

In response to applicant's argument on page 3, "Conversely, in an exemplary embodiment ... In this way, the consumer can store the 
selected content from the vending apparatus by providing a recording medium compatible with a predetermined Digital Rights 
Management (DRM) format to the vending apparatus. The Office disagrees with argument; a predetermined DRM is not stated in the 
claims. The applicant is arguing limitations from the specification not placed into the claims presented. Furthermore the claims do not 
indicate the "format" or "pre-determined format" of the digital content. Down shows each of the limitations presented in the claims. Note 
a "vending apparatus" is interpreted to have the same meaning as the Clearinghouse(s) computer or cluster of computer that provide the 
requested content through the Internet or other network. The "authentication of an appropriate recording medium" is taught in '618 col. 7, 
lines 34-67. Note "recording medium" is interpreted to be part of the "End-Users" computer, player, application, and devices. 

In response to applicant's second argument on page 3, "Downs does not disclose or suggest generating usage rules and an encryption 
key in response to a purchase selection ... As can be appreciated, the decryption keys provided from the clearing house(s) are not 
provided based upon the authentication of recording medium by a vending apparatus, but, instead upon successful completion of a 
licensing transaction". The Office disagrees with argument, as noted above the "recording medium" is interpreted to have the same 
meaning as the End-Users computer, application, and devices. The previous Office Action indicates how the usage rules are generated 
according to purchase selection. 

In response to applicant's argument on page 4, "Downs does not disclose or suggest providing the usage rules, encryption key and 
content to a recording medium authenticated by the vending apparatus as recited in Claim 1 or any depending therefrom by virtue of 
dependency". The Office disagrees with argument. The authentication of a "recording medium" has the same meaning as authenticating 
the "End-User" computer, application, and devices. 

To differentiate a "recording medium" from the End-User's computer, player, application, and/or devices; more detail needs to be added 
to the independent claims about the "recording medium". 
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
